STORM THE HEIGHTS. 


Pass Occupied. 


Official Report of Operations East of Liao Yang July 
Fourth — Gernitsky’s Column Dislodges a Company 
of the Advance Guard and Almost Annihilates It. 
Kuroki Claims a Victory. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


T. PETERSBURG, July 5.[—By Atlantic Cable.] The Ger- 

S eral Staff has received the following dispatch from Lieut.- 

Gen. Sakharoff, the Chief of Staff of ‘Gen. Kouropathis, 
dated July 4: 

“On July 3 the advance guard of the Russian force operating 
east of Liao Yang occupied a position at Lang Tse Pass. Toward 
evening of the same day our scouts ascertained that a detachment 
of the enemy’s advance guard, 1500 strong, had occupied the vil- 
lages of Ekhavuan and Tcha Kuman Za on our front, the main 
force having remained in Fen Shui and Motien passes. At this 
moment we discovered the movement of a Japanese detachment, 
consisting of a battalion of infantry, to turn our left flank posi- 
tion in the Yang Tse Pass, in the direction of Liao Dian Sian. In 
order to check this movement, a force consisting of five companies 
of infantry, two detachments of mounted Hussars and half a com- 
pany of Cossacks, was sent forward in the direction of this 
threatened point. 

order the enemy’s position in 
front of Lang Tse Pass the commander of the detachment ordered 
out a reconnoitering party of ten companies, which was sent in the 
direction of Ekhavuan, under the command of Col. Letschilsky. 
With a view of making a demonstration, insuring the return of 
Letschilsky’s detachment, three companies under Lieut.-Col. Gar- 
nitsky, marched to Mahoumizza, about a mile and a half south of 
Lok River passes. | 


advance guard, which was almost annihilated! -Simultatieously, 


firing a shot and approached the foot of the heights, which were 
surmounted by a temple. The temple is less than a mile east of 
Ekhavuan, where, although exposed to a heavy frontal and flank 
fire, our troops dashed forward and dislodged the Japanese from 
heir intrenchments and occupied the pass. As the enemy was 


retired, as previously instructed. Three companies of Garnitsky’s 


“‘When Letschilsky’s force began to withdraw, the enemy open- 
ed a heavy fire from the heights. In spite of this, the column 
retired in perfect order. Brave Letschilsky remained contin- 
ually on the firing line, and directed the column with remarkable 
ability and coolness. He was the last to retire, with his chief of 


liancy and coolness, carrying out their task with no sign ‘of 
agitation. 

“Our casualties were Letechilsky, bruised and wounded; Col. 
Peppalow, Lieut.-Col. Trakhemovsky, Capt. Solieff, Lieutenants 
Markoff, Latkine, Bobroskovsky and Kozine, Second Capt. Palic 
and several officers wounded and 200 soldiers killed or wounded. 
“I observed the fighting with my staff from the Ekhavuan 
tower, and so can personally testify to the conduct of the troops. 
I cannot pass in silence the remarkable devotion of the surgeons 
and the chaplain who attended the wounded under a hot fire, and 
even helped to carry them off the field. All the wounded were 


removed. | 
OCCUPY LIAN DIAN SIAN. 

“On the morning of July 8 our reinforcements occupied Lian 
Dian Sian. One soldier was killed during the fighting. The 
same afternoon a detachment of the enemy, consisting of two 
battalions and six squadrons, with six machine guns, advanced 
and attacked our outposts lying south of the valley of the 
River Kho, who retreated under the vigorous fire of the enemy. 
The officer commanding our advance cavalry advanced at 2:30 
p.m. with a detachment, and at the same time the enemy 
placed machine guns on the heights northwest of Dounschekhedja, 
and their infantry occupied the outskirts of the forest near the 
village. Our horse battery retreated on the position at Daoa- 
sischja, near the railroad, being covered by mounted dragoons 
and frontier guards. Under the fire of our artillery and rifles the 
enemy quickly evacuated their position end retreated toward 
Senuchen.

{New York Tribune:] The nomina- 
tion of Senator Fairbanks fo:> the 
Vice-Presidency has served to recall 
the fact that the senior Senator from 
Indiana was one of President McKin- 
ley’s most trusted advisers in the try- 
ing days which preceded the Spanish 
War, and on many occasions in that 
brief but stirring period. It was com- 
monly reported that “Mark Hanna 
slept at the White House,” just be- 
fore war was declared, but Senator 
Hanha himself described the actual 
situation to the writer and several 
other newspaper men on one occasion 
last winter. He said: “Boys, if 
President McKinley had been in need 
of advice on a business question he 
would have sent for me, beyond a 
doubt, but in those days I was of no 
use to him, and the truth is, I did 
not go near the White House, some- 
times, for an entire week. The men 
on whom President McKinley de- 
pended, and none knew better haw to 
pick his men, were Senator Fairbanks 
and John Spooner. Both have been 
earnest students of international law, 
and both are clear and logical think- 
ers, although Fairbanks seldom ex- 
presses an opinion, except in confi- 
dence.” 

It is related of the Vice-Presidential 
candidate, as characteristic of the 
man, that when he accepted the elec- 
tion to the Senate, which was the 
first public office he ever held, he 
absolutely abandoned his law prac- 
tice.

Senator Fairbanks, and not even the 
most pertinacious newspaper man can 
say that he was ever treated rudely 
by the Senator from Indiana. In fact, 
Senators Fairbanks and Beveridge 
are both noted for the kindness and 
consi on with which they “turn 
down” seeker for news when cir- 
cumstaicés compel them to refuse 
information. 

Senator Fairbanks's friends always 
complain that he*is too modest, and 
there is much truth in the charge. 
His speech on the Panama situation 
in the Senate last winter was one of 
the most comprehensive and ablest 
discussions of the case presented, but 
his manner of delivery, which was 
the reverse of assertive, prevented its 
being appreciated at its full value, 
and some Senators who spoke later 
did not hesitate to borrow from Mr. 
Fairbanks’s ideas, but they expressed 
themselves with so much more confi- 
dence and vehemence that few recog- 
nized the source of their information. 
The Senator is a great reader and a 
widely cultured man, possessing an 
unusually thorough grasp on a wide 
diversity of subjects, but, notwith- 
standing this fact, he seldom advances 
an opinion without a qualifying 
clause which invariably detracts from 
the strength of his assertions. 

IN ANOTHER MAN’S HAT. 

The day that Senator Fairbanks 
changed hats with Senator “Billy” 
Mason of Illinois, a couple of years 
ago, was one of the saddest in the 
Indianian’s memory. It is not often 
that “the laugh” is directed toward 
him, but when he searched the cloak 
rooms in vain for his “tile.” and 
could only find a hat three sizes too 
large, and then had to pass through 
the corridors and along the streets 
with that monstrous coal scuttle over 
_his ears, he made a fine stage picture, 
and his brother Senators did not for- 
get to make the most of their oppor- 
tunity. Mason had seized Fairbanks’s 
hat, and as he did not try to put it 
on immediately failed to notice the 
mistake until half an hour iater, 
when man from Indiana was on 
his homeward, laugh-making way. As 
Senator Fairbanks stalked out-of the 
Capitol with Mason's hat sagging 
down on his collar at the rear, four 
or five of his grave Senatorial con- 
freres struck up a loud whistling of 
“Where Did You Get That Hat?”

But 
Senator Fairbanks’s dignity, which 
seldom, if ever, deserts him, stood 
him in good stead at this great crisis, 
and he proceeded on his homeward 
way apparently oblivious of all out- 
side conditions.

The incident happened a 
few years ago at the close of the 
long session of Congress, when he fled 
from the hot city to enjoy the cooling 
breezes of the Atlantic Coast, where 
he naturally took a plunge in the 
suff. But out on the Wabash, where 
surging billows do not roll, all the 
good farmers and housewives are -not 
used to the sight of a bathing costume, 
especially of the dimensions usually 
rented at the seaside, which are not 
calculated for persons of Mr. Fair- 
bank's anatomical attenuation. It 
happened that a New Jersey photog- 
rapher took. a picture of the Indiana 
statesman exhibiting all the short- 
comings of his attire, and some In- 
diana enemies of his got hold of it 
and sent it home. The quiet mdian- 
lan a few days later received a telc- 
gram from friends announcing that 
photographs of him disporting in pub- 
lic places in diaphanous clothes, with 
excessively low neck, no sleeves and 
very few knickerbockers, were being 
circulated in the State ahd people 
were horrified. Mr. Fairbanks caught 
the next train for home, and after- 
ward admitted that if an election had 
occurred before his arrival and his 
justification his public career would 
have ended then. 

It is seldom that both husband and 
wife attain leadership in statecraft, 
but Senator Fairbanks and his wife, 
the president general of the National 
Society of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, long ago achieved 
this distinction. Mrs. Fairbanks has 
been twice unanimously elected head 
of that patriotic organization, the con- 
stitution itself having been amended 
to give her that honor. As a clever 
and astute tactician her ability was 
notably demonstrated at the national 
congress of the organization, two 
years ago. Mrs. Desha, of Kentucky, 
founder of the organization, ques- 
tioned a ruling ‘of the chair. “The 
tion was clearly out of order,” prompt- 
ly announced Mrs. Fairbanks. “But, 
Madame Chairman,” protested the 
delegate, somewhat surprised, “it is 
in accordance with your ruling at the 
last congress. I am simply following 
your ruling there.” “That's where you
